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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments are not persuasive. Applicant 
argues that the Ikezawa reference disclsoes the use of manganese phosphate film and reduced surface rougness as alternative 
embodiments. Examiner disagrees and directs Applicant's attention to col. 12 lines 30-32 in which Ikezawa discloses that using 
manganese phosphate film as set forth by step (4) may be combined with one of steps (1 ), (2), (3), and (5) which involve the addition of 
nitrogen which reduces surface roughness. Applicant then argues that Examiner's interpretation of Wan, specifically the cage pocket 
interpretation, is unreasonable. Wan discloses and Applicant admits that the term "cage" is a retainer which retains rolling elements. 
Examiner maintains that the inner surfaces of inner and outer races retain rolling elements. Accordingly, portions of the inner and outer 
races comprise bearing portions that may be considered as a cage in light of Wan's and Applicant's definition. Finally, in response to 
Applicant's argument that Wan teaches away from the use of manganese phosphate film. Examiner notes that the mention of 
disadvantages associated with the use of manganese phosphate film on bearing portions that contain rolling elements in itself illustrates 
that the use of manganese phosphate film on bearing portions containing rolling elements was known in the art. Examiner reiterates that 
Wan discloses in col. 1 lines 23-24 that the use of manganese phosphate film on bearing portions that contain rolling elements was 
known and employed to reduce friction. Accordingly, the rejections have been maintained. 
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
